Chevrolet Bumps Ford 


NEW CAR REGISTRATIONS FOR THE FIRST SIX MONTHS show Chevrolet bumped Ford out 
of first place for the first time this year. Chevrolet listed 
756,517 and Ford 741,481, a margin of 14,836 units. 


FORD SEVERAL WEEKS AGO WAS LEADING Chevrolet in registrations by approximately 
15,000 units. 


ALTHOUGH PLYMOUTH HAS MADE A REMARKABLE SALES GAIN this year, it was unable to 
recapture the third place held by Buick for some time. 


Cars Kept Several Years 


DETROIT AUTO DEALERS ASSOCIATION COMES UP with some interesting figures on 
trade-ins gleaned from 1000 new car sales made in July. In 31.5 
per cent of the deals there were no trade-ins. 


YEAR MODELS TRADED ON NEW 1955's WERE: 1953--17 per cent; 1950--15.1 per cent; 
1951--10.8 per cent; 1952--9.2 per cent; 1954--3.8 per cent; 1955 
--1.7 per cent. 12.7 per cent of the trade-ins were cars made from 
1940 to 1949. 


DADA CONCLUDES that few buyers trade every year, with the majority keeping 
their cars several years. Also, the largest potential new car 
market is to buyers who want a second car or those whose present 

car is at least five years old. 
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Volkswagen Sales Scrutinized 


U. S. CAR MAKERS WATCH with interest the popularity of the Volkswagen, which 
has made the most rapid gain of any foreign make in the last year. 
While its sales were less than 1 per cent of the total in this 
country last year, manufacturers watch for any indication that the 
public wants a small economical car. 





VOLKSWAGEN HAS BOUGHT a nearly new plant from Studebaker-Packard at Brunswick, 
N. J. It will be the first foreign firm to assemble cars in this 
country. 





Ford Contracts Reworded 


FORD HAS REVISED THE LANGUAGE of its dealer contracts to indicate clearly that 
its warranty is from factory to dealer, in line with recent court 
decisions. Courts consistently have held that the customer 
warranty is part of the sales transaction between the buyer and 
dealer. 


FOR ALL PRACTICAL PURPOSES there is little change in the former relationship 
Since the dealer still will charge back warranty work to the 
factory for reimbursement under his warranty. 











Air Conditioner Sales Climb 


WHILE SALES OF AIR CONDITIONERS for automobiles represent only a small frac- 
tion of total automobile production, almost every car factory 
offering the units has noted a rise in sales this year. 








OLDSMOBILE HAS INSTALLED MORE THAN 14,000 of the systems at the factory while 
an additional 2100 were requested by dealers for installation at 
point of sale during the first six months. 


GM to Offer Seat Belts, But— 


GENERAL MOTORS WILL GO ALONG with the rest of the industry in offering seat 
belts as dealer installed equipment on 1956 models. It is no 
secret, however, that GM still has strong doubts that seat belts 
will be as helpful in preventing injuries as some advocates 
believe. 





Wonder Paint Coming 


IN COOPERATION WITH A SUPPLIER, General Motors has developed a new paint that 
promises to be much more durable than anything heretofore avail- 
able. Some test samples, after two years of extensive weathering, 

Showed practically no fade. 








GM THINKS IT MAY BE POSSIBLE with the new lacquer to produce an automobile 
finish that will require no waxing during the life of the car. It 
may be available within the next two years. 








Inspect for Safety's Sake

drive of power steering units. Any signs of early failure call 
for belt replacement. While the car will steer if belt-to-pump 
fails, sudden transition to manual steering could be hazardous.

Rural Dealers Charging $1 an Hour 


A SURVEY BY THE DODGE SERVICE DEPARTMENT turned up the surprising fact that 
many dealers are charging only $1 an hour for repairs, principally 
in small towns. Nationwide average rates are about $3 an hour, 
however. 


Specialty Shops Multiply 


THE TREND TOWARD SPECIALIZATION by repair shops appears to be gaining, par- 
ticularly in brake and front end work, electrical repairs, and 
automatic transmission work. 


SHOPS WHICH HAVE SWITCHED to a specialized line generally find profits greater 


and do a better job for the customer. New organizations devoted 
to repair specialization are being formed.

PRESIDENT EISENHOWER'S PROMISE to take part adds new prestige to the 1955 safe 
driving campaign. It is to begin November 20 and last through 
December 1, "Safe Driving Day." 


HIS HIGHWAY MESSAGE this year, he says, was based in a large part on the 
knowledge that better roads can help save lives. 


Bill Would Benefit All—NADA 


SALES=-SERVICE RESPONSIBILITY keynotes the National Automobile Dealers Asso- 
ciation argument for the Steed territory security bill. If the 
bill becomes law, NADA points out, the consumer will still be 
able to buy a car wherever he wishes. Warranty service for the 
buyer will be insured.

SUPPLIES OF NEW CARS ON RETAILERS' LOTS were at extremely high levels this 
Summer, the group states. It cites figures to show that dealer 
failures have risen about 200 per cent since 195l. 










Lend With Care 


BANKS ARE URGED BY THE GOVERNMENT to use greater care in offering credit, 
especially for automobile financing. In effect, the message to 
bankers is to keep on lending money to consumers, but to do it in 
a sensible way. 


FEDERAL OFFICIALS ARE TROUBLED chiefly about credit terms presented to buyers, 
rather than money owed. They fear that buyers may take on an 
unsafe amount of debt if credit is too easy to get. 









Safety-Check Spotlights Tail Lights 


DEALER SERVICE DEPARTMENTS AND GARAGES this year helped inspect 1.42 million 
cars and trucks during the National Vehicle Safety-Check Program. 


INSPECTIONS, AT AN ALL-TIME HIGH, uncovered a need for service attention to 
one of every five vehicles. Rear lights were the main trouble 
spots affecting one of every 15 vehicles. 










Training Cuts Accidents 


STUDENT DRIVERS IN HIGH SCHOOLS last year used more than $16 million worth 

of dealer-supplied cars. Auto retailers provided 8,079 cars to the 
schools in the 1954-55 term, the Inter-Industry Highway Safety 
Committee reports. 


DEALER HELP IS PAYING OFF in the form of improved driving by teenagers. Many 
States have found trained young drivers become involved in 50 per 
cent fewer accidents than nontrained youths.

Critics of the car dealer body should know 
this simple fact—car dealers have cooperated 
on a nation-wide scale to the training of 
young, safe and experienced drivers. 

A vanderZee, chairman of the Inter-Industry 
Highway Safety Committee, who made the an- 
nouncement points out, “The number of cars 
(8,079 during the 1954-55 school term) made 
available to schools is concrete evidence of the 
contribution the nation’s new car dealers are 
making to traffic safety. 

“Last year more than one out of every five 
persons killed in traffic accidents was in the 
15-24 year age group,” Mr. vanderZee added. 
In addition to 7,800 killed, 320,000 in the same 
age group were injured, according to National 
Safety Council figures. 

We feel that this mighty contribution to our 
nation’s welfare shoudn’t be kept a secret. It 
should be a part of every sales pitch by every 
new car dealer and salesman everywhere in 
America.

News Story of the Month 








New Auto Racing Group Tuning-U p 


Editor’s Note: The recent an- 
nouncement of the AAA _ with- 
drawal from racing as of the end 
of this year startled the racing 
world. When officials of the In- 
dianapolis Motor Speedway called 
a special meeting to organize a 
new body to govern and sponsor 
racing in this country, it was nat- 
ural that Motor AGE Technical 
Editor Jack Montgomery would at- 
tend. Jack has repeatedly covered 
top racing events in this country 
to give MoToR AGE readers first- 
hand reports on “under the hood” 
activities of racing competition. 
Here is his report on the history- 
making meeting at Indianapolis 
last month: 


HE first step towards the for- 

mation of a new organization 
to replace the Contest Board of the 
American Automobile Association 
for the supervision of racing in 
this country took place in India- 
napolis, August 10. Racing people 
in every branch of the sport turned 
out for the momentous occasion. 
At least two hundred and fifty per- 
sons crowded into the auditorium 
of the Indiana State Board of 
Health in downtown Indianapolis. 


Dedicated Purpose 


From the outset the meeting was 
marked by seriousness and an air 
of dedicated purpose. Judge George 
Ober of Indiana early suggested 
that a representative temporary 
committee be selected. 

The motion received hearty en- 
dorsement. Car owners chose Bob 
Estes as their representative; 
drivers picked Duane Carter; and

the mechanics nominated Herb 
Porter. Tony Hulman was selected 
as the Speedway representative, 
Tom Marchese for the promoters, 
and Judge Ober as the “at large” 
representative for the interested 
layman. The seventh and final rep- 
resentative on the committee was 
to be a member of the old AAA 
Contest Board in order to provide 
continuity between the old and the 
new body. Col. Art Herrington 
was selected. 

After the election of the seven- 
man committee, the committee met 
in closed session. Judge Ober pre- 
sided as chairman of the commit- 
tee which decided among other 
things that Indianapolis was to be 
the permanent headquarters of the 
new organization, and that the im- 
mediate aim of the committee was 
to raise funds to pay necessary 
expenses for getting the new group 
into high gear. 

It was also recommended that 
by-laws be drawn up clarifying 
and amplifying racing and safety 
rules. Racing schedules are to be 
examined with an eye to improve- 
ment. Possible affiliation with the

bile (FIA) is to be investigated, 
The committee members, after 
conferring with the groups they 
represent, will report their find- 
ings at an open meeting in In- 
dianapolis. Meeting will be held 
on the day prior to the holding 
of the “Hoosier Hundred” race 
which is scheduled for Sept. 17. 


AAA Withdrawal 


The AAA’s decision to with- 
draw from racing in this country 
was announced early in August 
when Andrew J. Sordoni, AAA 
president, said that a special com- 
mittee of the AAA’s executive 
committee had been appointed to 
determine the necessary steps to 
be taken to sever the AAA Contest 
Board’s connection with automobile 
racing in an orderly manner as 
quickly as_ possible. 

The AAA said that “upon com- 
pletion of the schedule of events 
already undertaken for the year 
1955, the American Automobile 
Association will ‘disassociate’ it- 
self from all types of automobile 
racing in the United States.”

Safety Improvements 


In addition to advanced body styling and many 
technological changes, Lincoln features much in 
the way of safety improvements. The steering 
column has been retracted and is fitted with a 
new type steering wheel which provides a 3% 
in. energy absorbing cushion between the outer 
rim of the wheel and the retracted top of the 
steering column. 

New double grip rotor type door locks are 
standard equipment. These locks are said to 
withstand three times normal impact in collisions 
before opening. With the new models, safety 
belts are available. To prevent glare, the instru- 
ment panel top has been covered with a vinyl 
plastic material. The rear view mirror has been 
vinyl-coated to reduce shattering. 

Engineering advancements for 1956 include, 
in addition to the new engine, In-Line power

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steering, new shock absorber valving, an im- 
proved automatic transmission, a new carbureter 
air intake, a new propeller shaft location, and 
a 12-volt electrical system. 

The engine has a displacement of 368 cu in.— 
4 x 3.66 in. bore and stroke—and a compression 
ratio of 9 to 1. It has a maximum torque output 
of 401 lb ft. Among its new components are the 
block, crankshaft, camshaft, oil pump, and venti- 
lating system. 

Better breathing has been obtained by provid- 
ing a new rocker arm ratio of 1.6 to 1 which 
gives an effective valve lift on both intake and 
exhaust valves of 0.417 in. Exhaust valve head 
diameter has been increased to 1.635 in. The new 
intake manifold has a 24 per cent larger capac- 
ity, and the exhaust manifold capacity has been 
increased 10 to 15 per cent. A dual exhaust sys- 
tem is used with the engine. 

The camshaft has been redesigned with a re- 
duced shaft diameter. By reducing the shaft 
diameter, more area at the sides of the lobes is 
exposed, and this greater area lends itself to 
closer metallurgical control. The camshaft gear, 
which requires a special heat treatment, has an 
additional boss to lower its rate of cooling as 
compared with the lobes. Due to the new metal- 
lurgical processes, the entire camshaft is said

When selling brake service remember that the finest lining cannot 


function properly unless the entire brake system is in good order 
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an easier matter if the details of 
the job are explained clearly to the 
customer. 

On most of our newer cars equipped 
with automatic transmissions the brake 
lining will wear out around 15 to 20,000 
miles. 

The cost of new brakes run about $25. 
This is considerably less than two mills 
a mile, a very reasonable sum indeed. 
So a car with 10,000 miles should have 
the wheels pulled and the brakes ex- 
amined. Also the brake drums, wheel 
cylinders, master cylinder, hoses and 
lines should be carefully examined.

pension system is no more difficult than 

servicing any other type of suspension. There 
are ten points in the system that must be lubricated 
with a pressure grease gun every thousand miles. 
The only additional lubrication involves greasing 
the link seats of the torsion bar if they are un- 
loaded or removed for any reason. However, tor- 
sion bars will rarely need replacement unless the 
car is damaged in a collision. 

The most important points to remember in ser- 
vicing a car equipped with torsion bars are: (1) 
Before raising the car on a lift or hoist, for any 
reason, the compensator control switch must always 
be turned to “off” position. (The switch is located 
at the left of the steering column below the dash 
board.) This prevents the mechanism from attempt- 
ing to “levelize’’ the car as the weight is being 
shifted. (2) While raising the car make sure that 
the lower wheel support arms are seated properly 
on the hoist. If not, the lower ends of the front 
shock absorbers may be damaged. 

The main parts of the Packard torsion suspension 
system are two full-length torsion bars that run 
from front to rear along the frame side rails. The 
hexagon-shaped bar ends fit into load arms. The 
front and rear load arms pivot on needle type bear- 
ings in their individual brackets. 


R ress servicing of the torsion level sus- 


In Operation 


Briefly, this is what happens in the operation of 
torsion bar suspension: When the car wheels travel 
up and down, as they do while going over bumps, 
the link ends of the load arms also move up and 
down. This movement by either arm increases or 
decreases the amount of twist in the bar. The 
twisting force is transmitted by the bar to the 
arm at the opposite end increasing or decreasing 
the load on the link end. The arms are being loaded 
against each other in this process. This principle 
provides a level ride by preventing torsional stresses 
from reaching the car. In other words, these twist- 
ing bars replace the coil or leaf springs in absorb- 
ing road shocks. 

In order for the suspension to operate properly 
the torsion bars must carry an initial load of 
their own. The bars are “wound up” or twisted to 
a specific degree during assembly into the chassis. 


The Compensator 


The compensator that Packard has added to its 
suspension system keeps the car at about the same 
height regardless of load. It consists of two torsion

Reupholstering Arm Rests

are many profitable small jobs such as door trim 


trim repair, yet closely tied-in with this opera- 
tion, is the reupholstering of arm rests. 

Here’s how to do it: Place arm rest on fabric 
and cut out in rough fashion allowing about the 
same margin as the thickness of the arm rest in 
any direction. Arm rest is then placed in such 
a position that outside is on the top or facing 
you. 

With arm rest in this position, chalk around 
the outside. Fabric is cut off along chalk line of 
outside edge only. A small notch is cut in the 
fabric at either end in such a position that it 
will line up with the inside corners of the arm 
(Continued on page 97) 
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The plastic material is placed over the top of the 
arm rest and is marked off the same as the fabric. 


After sewing, turn the material right side out. 
Sewing stitches will be inside when this is done. 


Bottom and side fabric material is pulled tight over 
the rear section and placed over retaining hooks.

Still Having Trouble 
After Five Valve Jobs 


I have a 1951 Cadillac that is 
having valve trouble. The engine 
ran well until after the first valve 
job. Since then it has had five valve 
jobs and all have gone bad. I have 
put in all new lifters, new fuel 
pump, distributor cap, checked dis- 
tributor and coil and had the car- 
buretor overhauled. On the road 
this car runs well, but is slow on 
pick-ups. If this engine is given 
full throttle while standing, it will 
reach a speed of 3000 to 3600 rpm 
and then the valves will stick and 
it pops through the carburetor. 
When brought back to idle the en- 
gine runs rough and stalls and 
compression leaking can be heard 
through the carburetor. The en- 
gine does not have to be hot to do 
this. If it is idled fast enough so 


that it does not stall, in about 30 
seconds the engine will idle smooth- 
ly again.

T IS unusual to have this valve 

burning problem. Your trouble 
might be due to insufficient clear- 
ance or weak valve springs. These 
cars should have between .070 and 
.104 inch clearance at the valve 
stems, when the lifters are held 
down. It is not unusual for these 
engines to pop under a full throttle 
while standing still. Actually, the 
valves are not sticking, the lifters 
are holding the valves off their 
seats. This is known as valve float- 
ing. The only way to overcome this 
condition is to install solid lifters. 
A lean mixture could also cause 
valve burning. 


TROUBLE 


Engine is Tough to 
Start When It is Hot 


I have a 1953 Lincoln which is 
dificult to start when hot. The 
trouble appears to be in the car- 
buretor as a gasoline drip can be 
seen inside the barrel after shut- 
ting the engine off. This carburetor 
worked well when the car was new 
except it had a rough idle. Is there 
a modification on this carburetor?

OUR trouble probably is in the 

carburetor and it could be due 
to the float level set too high or 2 
warped top plate. First, I would 
suggest setting the float level cor- 
rectly and then check the surface 
of the plate. Sometimes these 
plates can be sanded square on a 
surface plate and put back into 
service.

bearings cleaned and repacked, the 
wheel cylinders checked, and the 
backing plate should be _ relubri- 
cated. On the rear axle, the differ- 
ential should be drained and 
flushed. If the differential has a 
cover, the cover should be removed 
to make sure all the water from the 
bottom of the differential is drained 
off. The axle should be removed 


and the axle bearings cleaned and 
repacked with fresh grease. 

If the water level was up to the 
top of the engine, but not above the 
carburetor: Do all of the foregoing 
steps and also remove the starter, 
the generator, and the distributor. 
The starter and generator should 
be taken apart and cleaned and 
oiled and put back together.

The distributor should be dis. 
mantled and cleaned as should the 
fuel pump. 

If the car is equipped with an 
automatic transmission the fluid 
level should be checked. If water is 
found, it should be drained and 
flushed. The _ differential cover 
should be removed also and all the 
grease and water lifted out of the 
bottom. 


If the entire car has been sub- 
merged then the engine should be 
dismantled completely. The cylin- 
der head should be removed. the 
valves and pistons, bearings and 
the like should be cleaned. 

The same applies to the auto- 
matic transmission and the differ- 
ential. Also the windshield wiper 
motor should be taken apart and 
lubricated. 

As to the interior of the ear it 
should be washed with clear water 
and then blown with compressed 
air.

membered that the finest lining 
cannot function properly if it is 
installed in a drum that is scored, 
eccentric or bell mouthed. The 
above conditions call for a recon- 
ditioning of the drum braking ser- 
vice. The careful mechanic usually 
takes a light cut off the drums on 
all brake jobs when the mileage 
reads 20,000 or more as insurance 


against possibility of distortion. 

Probably the most easily recog- 
nized defect in the brake drum is 
a scored surface with accompany- 
ing erratic brake action and noise. 
The roughened, dull surface, plowed 
over the grooves and burrs is read- 
ily apparent to the mechanic. He 
may not, however, realize what it 
was that caused this condition and

dismiss it as unimportant. He may 
assume that if no rivets are »ro- 
truding the drum is good enoigh 
and cannot really be badly scored. 

Scoring is caused by the aceumnu- 
lation of foreign particles in the 
surface of the lining. These parti- 
cles lodge themselves in tiny pits 
and depressions in the lining mate- 
rial. As these fragments accuinu- 
late, the condition becomes worse, 
Then under heat and pressure, the 
accumulations .turn into hard, 
tough scale usually harder than the 
drum itself. As these scaley areas 
increase in size, they become high 
spots which localize heat and pres- 
sure, scoring more and more deep- 
ly into the surface of the drum 
until both the drum and the lining 
are useless. 

Installing new lining will not 
help this condition. The roughened 
drum will ruin the new lining. With 
drums in this condition, it is im-

possible to get equal lining clear- 
ance at all points. This results in 
jerky and erratic brake action, ac- 
companied by noise and chatter. 
The drum should not be judged by 
appearance alone as only obvious 
defects will appear to the naked 
eye. 


Appropriate Equipment 
The drum should be carefully 
checked with appropriate equip- 
ment such as a dial indicator or a 
brake drum gage. Checking in this 
way will speedily reveal conditions

Bleeding 


Bleeding the hydraulic system 
should be a must on every brake 
reline to make sure there is’ no air 
in the system. Never use brake 
fluid from a container that has 
been used for other liquid. Minera] 
oil, alcohol, anti-freeze, or cleaning 
solvents, even in small quantities, 
will contaminate the brake fluid. 
Contaminated fluid will cause pis- 
ton cups and the valve in the mas- 
ter cylinder to swell or deteriorate. 

Make sure all parts of the brake 
system are free from dirt. Dirt or 
foreign material can score the cups 
or get under the lips of the cups 
causing loss of pressure and fluid. 

A quick check for testing for 
contaminated brake fluid is to place 
a small amount of brake fluid in a 
small clear glass bottle. If fluid 
separates into two layers chances 
are mineral oil is present. In which 
case the system should be drained 
and flushed. Then all rubber parts 
should be replaced.

bars about four feet long which 
are connected to a two-way motor 
by levers and links. A change in 
weight on the car will activate the 
unit and the chassis will be raised 
or lowered to its original position. 

Current flow to the compensator 
electrical circuit is controlled by 
two 20-ampere fuses. The first is 
located in a fuse block under the 
left side of the dash panel. This is 
the only 20-ampere fuse in the 
block which handles the stop light 
and compensator switch circuits. 
Current travels from this block to 
the stop light switch, goes on to the 
dash board switch and then to the 
compensator switch. The second 
20-ampere fuse is located near the 
starter motor on a wire leading 
from it. Current on this line goes 
to the relays and drives the com- 
pensator motor. 

A quick check in case of levelizer 
failure requires only a few minutes. 
Put the dash compensator switch 
“on” and apply the brakes. If the 
stop lights fail to light, either the 
20-ampere fuse is blown or the stop 
light switch has been disconnected. 
If no defect is discovered here in- 
spect the fuse at the starter motor. 

At times it may be found that 
one of the controls is not function- 
ing properly. If either the compen- 
sator control switch assembly, limit 
switch or solenoid switches are 
found to be faulty, they should be 
replaced. Repair of these units is 
not recommended. 

Some service procedures require 
the more complicated job of “un- 
loading” and removing the torsion 
bars. For these operations three 
special tools will be needed by the 
service specialist. They are the 
Load Arm Centering Tool, Torsion 
Bar Loading and Unloading Tool, 
and a Removing Tool. In addition, 
four high jacks will be required. 


Removing Torsion Bar 


After making sure that the com- 
pensator switch is off, raise the 
car, stopping the rear lift approxi- 
mately 3 inches short of its full 
extension. This will permit raising 
and lowering it during later opera- 
tions. The next step in the removal

rest where it joins the door panel. 
Later these marks serve as sewing 
guides. 

Plastic material (for top rubbing 
surface) for arm rest is now placed 
over the top of the arm rest and 
cut out in a similar fashion to the 
fabric portion. Again, small notch- 
es are cut in plastic where it joins 
corners. Excess material on back- 
side is allowed to remain. 


Sewing 


Top and side pieces are then 
placed together with the sewing 
beginning just before one notched 
point and ending just after the 
second notched point. Sewing is 
done in a conventional sewing ma- 
chine using carpet or No. 8 thread. 
Leaving a small uniform margin 
of about % inch along the curved 
edge of material. This side of fab- 
ric will actually be the inside of 
the arm rest. 

Material is now turned with 
right side out (sewing stitches to 
the inside). Extra material below 
chalk line will be used later. 

Upholstery filler cotton is used 
to build out arm rest to a smooth 
even contour. With filler cotton in 
place, new arm rest “slip cover” 
is pulled into place and adjusted as 
needed until plastic fabric covers 
top surface evenly. 


Pull Tight 


Bottom and side fabric material 
is pulled around to the rear of arm 
rest until all bulges and slack spots 
are pulled tight. Fabric and plas- 
tic material are then hooked over 
retaining hooks around the back 
edge of arm rest. 

When material has been pulled 
snug and placed over hooks, they 
are bent down tight to back. Ex- 
cess material at corners is cut off 
and arm rest is ready for re- 
installation.

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The car to be washed is driven 
into the wash bay and reasonably 
centered under the overhead tracks. 
Interior of car is swept out thor- 
oughly and all windows and doois 
checked and closed. 


Operator sets timer on the wash 
unit’s control switch. This allows 
advance control of the desired in- 
tervals between the clear water, de- 
tergent spray, and four rinse cycles. 
The first interval or cycle when the 
unit is operating is the “clear 
water” cycle. 


Water is sprayed over the car’s 
roof and sides by means of an arch 
—in the shape of an inverted “U” 
—which in operation will travel the 
length of the car. After arch, emit- 
ting jets of clear water, has travel- 
ed on its overhead tracks the length 
of the car, the spray shuts off tem- 
porarily. The operator then hand 
washes the front wheels and the 
arch (according to pre-set timing) 
reverses its direction and sprays 
the car with detergent, halting 
automatically after traveling the 
car’s length.

While these cycles are pre-set by 
means of the automatic timer, the 
operator at any time may step to the 
control box and stop the spray or 
detergent application and change 
the time intervals. 


Overhead Suspension 


Mr. Stahl likes his equipment and 
its efficient workings.

Should the gasket .be installed 
incorrectly, it would be possible 
for air to be drawn between the 
cylinder head and the exhaust 
manifold, directly into the choke 
hot air tube without passing 
through the preheat chamber.

New Connecting Rod 
Assembly and Bearings 


A new connecting rod assembly 
is used in the 1955 Mercury en- 
gines. This rod differs from the 
1954 connecting rod in that the 
squirt hole in the crankshaft end 
of the rod, which provides lubri- 
cation to the cylinder wall, has 
been moved to the opposite side of 
the rod. This results in the oil 
being supplied to the cylinder wall 
at the beginning of the upward 
stroke of the piston. 

This change in the connecting 
rod made it necessary to relocate 
the corresponding hole in the con- 
necting rod bearing. The new ser- 
vice bearings listed below have two 
holes drilled in them, one for 
either the old or the new rod hole 
location. Bearings with one hole 
should be used to service 1954 con- 
necting rods only. Bearings with 
two holes may be used to service 
either 1954 or 1955 connecting 
rods. The new rod may be used 
to service 1954 engines.

He 
inspects the lubricant level in 
the crankcase, transmission and 
differential, and casts a practiced 
eye on tires, shock absorbers, 
mufflers, battery, fan belt, lights 
and windshield wiper, looking for 
any signs of unsafe conditions 
which might be developing and 
which he promptly reports to the 
owner.”

Warning Issued 


On “Flood Cars” 


According to a bulletin released 
by the Philadelphia Automobile 
Trade Assn., reports were re- 
ceived by the Association con- 
cerning “flood cars” from the 
New England states of Connecti- 
cut, Rhode Island and Massa- 
chusetts. 

The bulletin goes on to point 
out that there is very little likeli- 
hood of Rhode Island or Massa- 
chusetts cars being dumped on 
the market in great numbers. 
Damage there was slight. How- 
ever, the report from Connecticut 
“is not good.” According to the 
State, thousands upon thousands 
of vehicles have been damaged or 
destroyed. Many of the cars are 
from out of state, whose owners 
were vacationing in Connecticut. 

Governor Ribicoff has issued a 
directive to the Motor Vehicle De- 
partment asking the Commissioner 
to obtain from all insurance com- 
panies the motor numbers of all 
vehicles badly damaged by the 


floods on which they pay a total 
loss, or almost a total loss. The 
governor also directed the Motor 
Vehicle Commissioner to refuse 
to register all cars totally, or al- 
most totally damaged. 


Carl R. Lane, executive vice pres-

One dealer 
reported to the Association that 
buyers in hip boots were wading 
through flooded Waterbury used 
car lots attempting to obtain 
serial numbers on cars they 
wanted to buy. Others were stand- 
ing on the banks waiting for the 
water to recede. 

Although the state has taken 
measures to protect retail cus- 
tomers in Connecticut, there are 
no restrictions on selling cars 
wholesale. Because of the drastic 
steps the state has taken, it is as- 
sumed that these cars will un- 
doubtedly be taken out of the 
state for resale. 


Commissioner John J. Tynan of 
Connecticut in a release just re- 
ceived, warns that from the 
health standpoint the danger of 
contamination from flood waters 
on the upholstery is as serious as 
the danger from damaged me- 
chanical parts.

Flight Sweep I was built on 4 
modified production chassis, and 
incorporates many details of con- 
struction. Smooth body lines, un-

“For the first time rear lights 
appeared most often in need of re- 
pair. One out of every thirteen 
vehicles checked needed service 
attention to rear lights. The con- 
dition of brakes improved slightly 
over previous reports. During the 
1954 program they were in need 
of attention in one out of ten ve- 
hicles. This year’s safety checks 
found brakes in unsafe condition 
in one out of every sixteen ve- 
hicles.” 

Other items safety-checked, and 
in order of their need for atten- 
tion, were: front lights, exhaust 
systems; tires; steering; wind- 
shield wipers; glass; horn, and 
rear-view mirror. 

“An all-time high total of 1,421,- 
200 vehicles were reported checked 
at safety-check lanes in 422 com- 
munities, in dealer service de- 
partments, garages and _ service 
stations.” 

Pointing to the significance of 
the new figures, Mr. vanderZee 
said, “With more than 58 million 
vehicles crowding the nation’s 
streets and highways, the safe 
condition of vehicles is increas- 
ingly important. Every motorist 
should take advantage of the avail- 
ability of service facilities and 
ask his serviceman to periodically 
safety-check his vehicle. 

“Community programs, utiliz- 
ing the support of an entire com- 
munity, were first conducted in 
1954 when 147 communities par- 
ticipated,” Mr. vanderZee added. 
“This year 422 cities and 17 coun- 
ties in 37 states conducted com- 
munity programs. This represents 
a 187 per cent increase in the 
number of participating cities in 
one year.”

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Auto Dealer Seen 
As Prosperity Key 


The automobile dealer is a key 
to national prosperity, C. L. Jacob- 
son, Chrysler Corp. vice president 
in charge of sales, stated in a re- 
cent address before the North Car- 
olina State Automobile Dealers 
Association. 

“It has often been said that as 
the automobile business goes so 
goes the nation’s business,” said 
Jacobson. “Now it is the automo- 
bile dealer who keeps the factories 
humming by persuading people to 
take full advantage of the plea- 
sure, the convenience and the 
sense of freedom created for them 
by the modern automobile. So it is 
a literal fact that the automobile 
dealer is a prime mover of our 
economy.” : 

The auto industry, he said, can 
look forward with confidence to 
good market opportunities in the 
years ahead, but emphasized that 
prosperity depends, among other 
things, upon the efforts put forth 
by individual businessmen. 


He said that in his experience 
the successful auto dealers have 
been the men who know the dif- 
ference between a customer and a 
buyer and who know how to create 
an increasing number of customers, 
adding: 

“The dealer who thinks primar- 
ily in terms of the immediate sale 
is bound to make less money over 
the long pull than the man who 
cultivates customers. It is the 
customer who comes back to you 
to buy his next new car or to get a 
used car for his wife. It is the cus- 
tomer who comes to you for check- 
ups and repairs. It is the customer 
who brings his friends to you be- 
cause he knows they will be treat- 
ed right.” 

To emphasize his point, Mr. 
Jacobson cited two recent surveys. 
One established that two out of 
every five car buyers did no shop- 
ping around, buying from the one 
and only dealer they did business 
with. The other survey showed 
that 54 per cent of the people who 
changed the brand of their car did 
so because of dissatisfaction with 
their dealers.

Ford Uses Manikins 
In Crash Experiment 


Ford Motor Company has an- 
nounced a concerted research pro- 
gram in the pioneer development 
and testing of safety devices to 
reduce the number and severity of 
crash injuries. 

Earle S. MacPherson, vice pres- 
ident, engineering, said that eval- 
uation studies and full-scale car- 
crash tests conducted by Ford 
Engineering Staff using life-like 
dummies to simulate human pas- 
sengers have shown, among other 
things, the value of seat belts for 
automobiles. 

He said that, as a result, the 
company has made seat belts avail- 
able to dealers for installation as 
accessory equipment on Ford, Lin- 
coln and Mercury cars and Ford 
trucks. 

“Studies are continuing at the 
new Ford Research and Engineer- 
ing Center on other energy-absorb- 
ing devices and engineering de- 
signs aimed at minimizing injuries 
caused by traffic accidents,” Mr. 
MacPherson said. “These safety 
advancements also will be incor- 
porated in Ford Motor Company 
products as fast as they can be 
proved effective.” 

The Ford, Lincoln and Mercury 
seat belts will meet strength re- 
quirements greater than those 
specified by the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration for aircraft seat 
belts, according to A. L. Haynes, 
assistant chief research engineer 
and head of the company’s vehicle 
safety program. 

“We know there is less chance of 
injury when the motorist is held in 
his seat, and furthermore when he 
is kept within the protective en- 
closure of the vehicle,” he said. 

“We also have learned that the 
driver who is restrained snugly be- 
hind the steering wheel by his seat 
belt is less likely to lose control of 
his car during a minor accident 
and—as a result—be injured in 4 
secondary collision.” In addition, 
he said, the personal experience of 
those working on the company seat 
belts is that they increase the com- 
fort of long-distance driving and 
reduce fatigue. 

The Ford seat belts are adapta-

ble to all Ford Motor Company 
cars from 1952 to the current mod- 
els. Belt webbing is made of a 
durable nylon-cotton combination 
about four inches wide. Buckles 
will clamp easily and can be ad- 
justed or unfastened with one 
hand, leaving the other free for 
steering. 

The manikins used in the Ford 
crash tests are called anthropo- 
morphic dummies. They have the 
same weights and dimensions of 
average motorists. Their skeletons 
are steel weldments; their skin 
and muscle, soft plastic. They can

be adjusted so they will be relaxed 
or tense during impact.

With each collision, electronic 
signals are transmitted from the 
crash bar to a nearby instrument 
van where receiving equipment 
records and tabulates these time 
and force messages.
